DUCKLINGS MAY BE DROWNED. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
lrish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 
says :'— 

It is essential to keep a plentiful supply of 
fresh, clean drinking water before young 
ducks. For this purpose shallow troughs 
or flat dishes are the best. Deep vessels 
are dangerous, as if the little ducks fall 
In, as they often do, they may find it 
impossible to climb out, and may easily 
be drowned. An automatic fountain 
flowing into a shallow trough would be 
the ideal water supply, since it is not to 
be regarded as a swimming bath, but 
mainly as a means by which the birds 
when feeding can cleanse their nostrils,

LNDUSIFRIAL PROGRESS WELL 
MAINTAINED 


[_ MERICK, third city in the Irish Free 
State, hopes to benefit largely by the 
establishment of the proposed trans- 
Atlantic airport in the Shannon estuary. 
The history of the city’s foundation goes 
back to the Danish invasion, and the first 
of its great public buildings was erected 
early in the twelfth century. King John’s 
Castle still stands on the banks of the 
Shannon, and another imposing edifice— 
St. Mary’s Cathedral—was originally 
built as a palace by the first King of 
he old walls which enclosed 
the city during two memorable sieges have 
now virtually vanished, and the little that 
remains of them is hidden away in a few 
obscure corners, unnoticed, for the great 
part, except by those interested in anti- 
quarian research. 

Modern Limerick traces its development 
to the beginning of the last century, and 
embraces many industrial and commercial 
concerns. The city’s Charter, dating from 
1172, is older than that of London. 

In industrial activity Limerick has made 
definite progress within recent years, and 
instances of this are evident in the trade 
returns. In 1926 the Harbour Board 
secured powers for improving the port, and 
to-day the result is seen in an extension 
of the dock basin by nearly seven acres. 
Berthage will in future be provided for 
four additional ocean-going steamers. This 
improvement, which has cost the Harbour 
Board £120,000, will be an added factor 
in increasing sea-borne traffic. A plan to 
connect the port with the railway line at 
a point in the Great Southern system near 
the Carey’s road Goods Dépót is in the 
course of construction. 


PORT TRADE MAINTAINED. 


Despite changing economic conditions 
and the Government industrial policy, 
trade at the port is fairly well maintained. 
Recent returns indicate an increase in 
exports, notably in cattle, while imports, 


isave wheat and sugar, are up to the 


average. 

Work on the new dock commenced in 
1933, but the construction was somewhat 
delayed when, in the early stages, water 
burst into the new dock from the old one. 
In the initial construction the contractors, 
Messrs. Moran, of Dublin, had to excavate 
250,000 cubic yards of clay and rock, and 
the completed dock contains over 25,000 
cubic yards of concrete. The dock walls

measure 32ft. from top to bottom, and at 
their base are 20ft. wide. 

In the flour-milling industry two mills 
have been kept running without intermis- 
sion. Output has been increased, and 
normally the number of hands employed is 
in excess of that prior to the embargo 

laced on foreign flour. Two new silos 
gs been erected at the dockside for 
Messrs. Rank (Ireland), Ltd., for the 
treatment of foreign and home-grown 
wheat. Each provides accommodation for 
6,000 tons. The bacon industry, for which 
Limerick is famous, is flourishing. Three 
factories—those of Messrs. W. J. Shaw 
and Sons, Messrs. J. Matterson and Sons, 
and Messrs. O’Mara, Ltd,—are giving full- 
time employment to nearly eight hundred 
hands, and are handling between them an 
average of 5,000 pigs a week. 


CLOTHING. 

The Limerick Clothing Factory, an in- 
dustry of long-standing, founded by the 
late Sir Peter Tate, Mayor of the city in 
the early sixties, is increasing its business 
week by week, and gives employment to 
between three and four hundred workers. 

Tobacco manufacturing is also an old 
local industry. Two factories—those of 
Messrs. C. Spillane and Sons and Messrs. 
J. Clune and Co.—command a good home 
trade, and their brands are well known 
in every part of Ireland. In the tanning 
industry Limerick occupies a foremost posi- 
tion, and since the restriction of imported 
leather the firm of Messrs. O’Callaghan 
and Co, has greatly augmented its staff. 
There has been a substantial increase in 
boot and shoe leather, in which they 
specialise, especially since the establish- 
ment in the city of the Shoe and Slipper 
Factory and Sandals, Ltd. The latter in- 
dustries are equipped with the most 
modern machinery, and are giving employ- 
ment to a large number of skilled workers. 

OTHER INDUSTRIES. 

‘Another thriving industry is the manu- 
facture of condensed milk carried on at the 
Lansdowne Works. This Government- 
controlled enterprise fihds employment for 
more than two hundred workers, and its 
products make their way to the most 
widely-scat markets. There is a big 
demand for the milk in Empire countries, 
as well as by the better-known lines of 


steamships trading abroad. Another 


the very latest type of soun 


branch of this industry in Limerick is the 
manufacture of confectionery. 

Furniture-making and _ biscuit-making, 
and many others, are also among the city's 
industries, and in the course of the next 
few weeks Irish Wire Products, Ltd., a 
new firm, which has acquired a site of four 
acres at the docks, will commence the erec- 
tion of a factory. Tenders have already 
been invited, and the firm will concentrate 
on the manufacture of screws, nuts, bolts, 
nails and kindred commodities. Employ- 
ment it expected to be provided for 200 
skilled and unskilled workers all the year 
round, 

It is likely that Limerick will also be 
the site of one of the two cement factories 
to be erected in the Free State. The 
promoters have acquired an no gh om a 
piece of ground at the dock-side for this 
purpose. 

Housing, in which the Corporation 1s 
playing a prominent party is beng, spoease 
up. Within the past two years 400 houses 
have been built, and at the moment 100 
more are in the course of erection. Before 
the expiry of the present year the Corpora- 
tion’s contribution to the housing problem 
is expected to be something like 500. With 
this object slum-clearance is being rapidly 
carried through under the supervision of 
the City Manager, Mr. T. C. O’Mahony.

MODERN ENGINEERING PRINCIPLES APPLIED 


TO 


M- s. LEMASS, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, yesterday visited 
Foynes, Co. Limerick, where he formally 
opened the new deep-water pier and in. 
spected the harbour extensions. The 
Minister's visit—which is reported in 
(letail in another page—forged the last of 
many links in two separate chains of 
events. One of these goes back for ninety 
years, to the days of 1846, when the 
original harbour at Foynes was built. 
The second extends back to the time of 
Nebuchadnezzar, and concerns a modern 
development of building construction com 
mon in Babylon more than 3,000 years 


ago. 
OIL STORAGE. 

Foynes lies some twenty-two miles.below 
Limerick, vor, roughly, a third of the 
distance between that city and the spot 
where the Shannon, by an embrouchere 
eight and a half miles in breadth, empties 
into the Atlantic. It is the port to which 
Lord Derby’s Commission, of more than 
eighty years ago, assigned a place of 
superiority over all Western naval stations 
in Ireland; and it has long been recog- 
nised as the outport for Limerick. In 
recent years this recognition has taken the 
practical form of extension and develop- 
ment and the port has become the oil- 
distribution centre for a great part of the 
South and West of Ireland. Two of the 
largest oil and petrol companies operating 
in the Free State maintain very extensive 
storage tanks alongside the harbour, and 


overseas tankers of many thousand tons 
discharge their cargoes there each week. 
THE AIRPORT SCHEME. 

Within the last few months Foynes and 
its area have been invested with a new 
importance, for, on the report of technica] 
experts sent over by the British Govern- 
ment and Imperial Airways, a stretch of 
calm water due north-east of the village 
has been selected as the site for the ex- 
perimental European terminal of the 
Transatlantic air service now being 
planned by Britain, the Irish Free State, 
Canada and the United States. It is ex- 
pected that this development, when com- 
plete, will not only materially benefit 
Foynes, but Limerick, and, indeed, all 
the towns on the Shannon estuary as well. 
The site chosen gives a stretch of shel- 
tered waters which affords a three-mile 
“ run ” for seaplanes in any direction. 


HISTORY. 

The history of Foynes has long been 
associated with the history of the 
Monteagle family, and almost ever since 
the time when Fdmund Spenser wrote the 
line 

“Th ious Shenan, spreading like a sea” 
theme cine’ been a Monteagle to help to 
foster the p rity of the area. It was 
largely thro such help that the original 
Foynes Harbour was built, and as recently 
as 1918 we find the late Lord Monteagle 
pleading the cause of Foynes thus before 
a Commission headed by Sir Shirley Benn : 


“ Foynes is almost on a direct jine from

The control of Foynes Harbour from 
the time it was built in 1846 until 1890 
was in the hands of the Board of Works; 
it then to the present governing 
authority, the F arbour Trustees. 
This body, under the Chairmanship of the 
late Lord Monteagle, initiated the new 
extensions, and the present Board has the 
assistance of another member of the 
Monteagle clan, Captain the Hon. C. 
Spring Rice, in its actions and delibera- 
tions. 


THE CONSTRUCTION. 


Work on the new extensions was begun 


AN 


in 19335, the construction being in the 
hands of Messrs.-Delap and Waller, Civil 
Engineers, of Molesworth street, Dublin. 
The resident engineer was Mr. R. Waller, 
M.Inst.C.E., and the contract was placed 
with Messrs. McCaffrey and O'Carroll, of 
Limerick, for whom Mr. T. A. Simington, 
B.A.1., was engineer and agent. 

The initial work consisted in the erection 
of a timber staging in the river bed; upon 
this staging a crane was next erected to 
handle reinforced concrete piles which were 
set in position and driven into the ‘‘ floor”’ 
of the Shannon. Around these reinforced 
concrete piles hollow ‘‘ Nofrango”’ cylin- 
ders were placed. ‘‘ Nofrango’’ is 
word derived from the Spanish 'Rir 
means “I do not break” It is the 
invention of one .of the engineers 
responsible for the harbour construction, 
Major J. H. de W. Waller: and the 
history of his researches over a long 
period, and the resultant discovery and 
patenting of Nofrango, are worth recount- 
ing here. 

WAR-TIME EXPERIENCE, 

Major Waller noticed during the Great 
War that at Salonika, in order to keep the 
tents sun-proof and less visible from the 
air, the local military authorities ordered 
that the tent canvas be coated weekly with 
clay. On one occasion Portland cement 
was substituted instead of clay, and in a 
few weeks the tent had Ndeaie”eo rigid 
that the tent poles were cut out and 
window spaces cut in the canvas. He next 
observed that while on bo 


awnings were drenched with water and 
then painted, with the result that the 
awning stayed taut. From tents and 
ships’ awnings Major Waller’s researches 
took him to Babylon, where it was found 
that Nebuchadnezzar had used vegetable 
fibre for building, by reinforcing his 
brickwork jointings with rushes, and when 
some of these were picked out of the 
5,000 years’ old mortar, and compared 
with fibres growing on the Euphrates 
alongside, they were found to be as strong 
as their descendants after 3,000 years. 
MODERN USE. 

Applying the principles so discovered, 
Major Waller carried out practical ex- 
periments, in which Portinnd cement was 
substituted for Nebuchadnezzar’s brick 
clay, and high quality vegetable fabric 
for Euphrates rushes. He found from

these experiments that the fibres of such 
fabrics, if stretched while wet and 
promptly interlocked with a coating vf 
cement concrete, produced a reinforced 
concrete slab of great toughness and of 
almost incredible power of resistance, 
thoroughly waterproof, fireproof and 
vermin-proof and, for all practical pur- 
poses, everlasting. 

Details of construction called for careful 
thought and exhaustive experiments ; 
patents had to be secured in most 
countries of the world; and practical 
demonstrations organised with which to 
convince architects and engineers that 
something really new and really reliable 
-had at last made its appearance in the 
field of building construction. 

Many buildings are now being con- 
structed in Ireland and elsewhere by this 
method, and the cylinders used in the 
construction at Foynes are evidence of the 
adaptability of the material.

OLD FORMULA 


METHOD, 


In constructing the cylinders at Foynes 
a circular timber framework was 
erected ; jute was then wrapped round this 
'“core,” and alternate layers of jute and 
mortar then laid on, until a shell an inch 
and a half thick had been built up. As 


soon as this shell was dry the timber 


“core ” was removed, and the cylinder | 


was lifted by crane and placed in position 
in the river bed. All water within this 
shell—that is, within the cylinder walls— 
was then pumped out, and the cylinder 
filled with concrete to the top. Over sixty 
such cylinders were used to form the sup- 
porting piers, on which the concrete pier 
deck was eventually laid. 

The construction of the deck itself is 
interesting on account of the absence of 
supporting beams. This was made possible 
by the use of a type or design of construc. 
tion known as “ the flat-slab system,” 
which was used for the first time m Irish 
harbour work. This system, now very 
widespread in modern construction in the 
United States, has only recently been used 
in the British Isles. The reinforcement 
used in the deck slabs consisted of steel 
bars twisted together in pairs, and was 
supplied by Messrs. T. Pearson and (Co., 
of North Richmond street, Dublin. As 
soon as the deck was complete railway 
sidings were laid down on the surface, and 
bollards of the bean type, lamp poles and 
other harbour equipment erected thereon. 
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goods wagons and trucks can enter or leave 
from either “ leg.” 


GOOD OLD TIMBER. 


The use of reinforced concrete for the 
erection of marine works has in recent 
years almost completely superseded the old 
system of using green heart timber, and 
in this connection it is not out of place 
to mention that, while the modern system 
is infinitely better in every way, the 
old one had also great powers of 
resistance to the action of time, water 
and weather. Thus when the engineers 
constructing the present extension at 
Foynes started to dismantle the old 
wooden jetty which had done service there 
for many years, they found that the green- 
heart piles were in a remarkable state of 
preservation. The timber which the; 
salved from the demolition was of such 
fine quality. indeed, that the local populace 
sought after it eagerly for the construction 
of fishing rods. 

The new deepwater pier provides over 
two hundred yards of berthage for vessels 
at all times, and ships drawing up to 
twenty-six feet of water can lie afloat 
alongside even at the lowest spring tides. 

In addition to serving Foynes and the 
adjacent area, the harbour is used to 
handle merchandise for many other places, 
including Newcastle West, Glin, Rath- 
keale, and, among others, Askeaton. 
Motor boats are available to make the 
passage to the Clare shore, and a service 
of motor barges operates between Foynes 
and Kilrush on the Clare shore of the 
Shannon. A floating pontoon is also 


_available in the harbour.

Joseph Chamberlain : The Meath Hunt 
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Joseph Chamberlain 


I see that it is proposed to mark the 
centenary of the birth of Joseph Chamber- 
lain, which occurs this year, by erecti 
a statue to him somewhere in London. 
Of all the English Victorian statesmen, 
the careers of Gladstotie and Chamberlain 
offer the most marked contrast. The 
former began his political life as a Con- 
servative, and ended as an advanced 
Radical, while the latter did exactly the 
reverse. It is curious to think that in the 
‘eighties Queen Victoria found it 
necessary to speak severely to Mr. Glad- 
stone concerning the speeches made by his 
Radical colleague from Birmingham on 
t restitution " of land 
of property. Only a 
: in 1886, Chamberlain re- 
gained the Roval favour by his uncom- 
promising hostility to Gladstone’s Home 
Rule In the Unionist Cabifiet 
of 1895 he became Colonial Minister, and 
was responsible for the negotiations which 
culminated in the Boer War. His advocacy 
of Tariff Reform and Imperial Preference 
split the Unionist Party in 1903, and in 
1906-Chamberlain retired from active poli- 
tical life owing to ill-health. He died just 
before the outbreak of the Great War in 
1914. In 1919 it was recognised as fitting 
that it should have fallen to his son, Sir 
Austen Chamberlain, to give effect to his 
father’s ideal of Imperial Preference. The 
cartoons of the late Mr. F. C, Gould made 
the profile of Joe Chamberlain familiar 
to the world. Perhaps, his modern proto- 
type is Mr. Churchill, who has cone one 
better than Chamberlain by returning to 
his first love. Neither of these politicians, 
can be compared in subtlety to 
Lioyd George, who has been able to 
effect to policies ranging from ex: 
treme Conservatism to advanced Socialism 
without finding it necessary to change his 
political label.

This statement was made by Mr. J. C. M. 

Fason, Chairman of the Dublin Chamber aí 

Commerce, at a sitting of the Local Govern 

ment (Dubhn) Tribunal yesterday, when the 

views of the Chamber of Commerce were 
offered in evidence, 

The Chamber,” he said, “favours a 
policy of gradual development, which can 
take advantage of the trends that may mani- 
fest themselves as time goes on; otherwise 
there might be serious errors in forecast.”’ 

Mr. Eason recalled the establishment of 
the Chamber 150 years ago, and said that 
when submitting evidence to the Greater 


i 


ltublin Commission in November, 1924, and | 


July, 1925, the Council of the Chamber sup 
ported such an exténsion of the city boun- 
daries as would make for economical adminis- 
tration in extending the city services to the 
urbanised districts immediately outside the 
ity boundaries. In developing the ares 
breught within the city boundaries in 1930 the 
Corporation had incarred capital expenditure 
ounting to £260,000. It had also been 
stated in evidence before the present Com- 
ission that there were 1,500 acres of un 
eloped land (an area uivalent to 
proximately one-fifth of the city in 1930), 
development of which would take ten 


years to complete, at a further cost of 
£200 000. 


NEARLY TWO MILLIONS 


The Corporation, said Mr. Eason, is 
already committed to very heavy capital ex 
penditure, viz.:—Additional water supply, 
£500,000; essential drainage works, £120,000, 
new destructor, £25,000; baths in Rathmines. 
£50,000; undeveloped land, £200,000; hous- 
ing sanctions, £1,090,000. Total, £1,985,000. 

lí upon the heavy expenditure referred .o 
above for water and housing, which must 
have the first claim on the Corporation's 
resources, there is superadded any serious 
commitments arising from the inclusion of 
new areas within the city boundaries, or from 

y extensive development scheme inside the 
existing areas, it might easily happen that 
the burden of debt would become too heavy 

‘“The largest proportion of the contem- 
plated expenditure is upon housing, and, in 
addition to the programme to which the 
Corporation is already committed, there is a 
further programme, which will entail an ex- 
penditure of from £6,000,000 to £8,000,000. 
Notwithstanding an arrangement by which 
the Central Fund bears 331-3 to 6623 per 
cent. of the annual loan charges incurred for 
housing schemes, the proportion falling upon 
the Corporation, with the costs of administra- 
tion and maintenance cannot be entirely re- 
covered from the tenants. 

““ Expenditure which can never be revenue 
producing, or even expenditure which is not 
immediately revenue-producing, means an 
increase in the poundage rate, and it appears 
to the Council that the expenditurg contem- 
plated is of this character. ; 

‘Rates are a first charge upon business, 
and high rates add to the cost of both manu- 
facture and distribution, and ‘tend to operate 
as a deterrent to enterprise. For this 
reason the Council asks you to scrutinise 
carefully every proposal ow before you for 
siterations in the city boundaries, or for 
other objects within your terms of reference 
which involves capital expenditure. This 
should be done in order to ascertain the total 
commitments and the burden that will fall 
upon the ratepayer, and, where a large part 
of the burden is now borne by the taxpayer, 
as in the case of housing, how mnch will fall 
upon his shoulders. 


OPTIMISTIC PROMOTERS 


‘The Council makes this request,” said 
Mr. Eason, “‘ because many optimistic state- 
ments are made by promoters of various 
schemes which do not take sufficient account 
of the ultimate burden upon the ratepayer 
and the taxpayer, and asks you, when con- 
sidering proposals involving further borrow- 
ing, to have regard to the difficulty of raising 
capital at present and in the immediate 
future, 

“The amounts involved in the published 
future programme of the Corpgration are so 
large that it is doubtful whether there are 
sufficient free savings available for the pur- 
pose. The Council is also apprehensive as 
to the results of borrowing on a large scale 
for objects which do not hold out prospects 
of being productive of revenue.” 

The opposition of the Dundrum and Dis- 
trict Ratepayers’ Association to an extension 
of the Dun Laoghaire Borough boundaries and 
a majority desire to be taken under the wing 
of the Dublin Corporation were supported in 
evidence by Mr. McKenzie, Secretary of the 
Association. 

Mr. McKenzie recalled the Association's 
unanimous decision in February, 1935, to 
oppose the application of the Borough of Dun 
Laoghaire for an extension of the boundaries 
on the ground that it would be injurious to 
the remaining part of the Rathdown Rural 
area, and of the Dundrum district in par-

MAN WHO GAVE UP

Robert Joseph Pierce, a student, of 60 Grace 
Park road, Vrumcondra, was charged with 
having on 21st October, 1934, with others, 
rrotously assembled, and as a member of such 
riotous assembly, damaged the house No. 5 
Parnell square, There was a second charge of 
unlawful assembly’ with other persons un- 
known. 

Mr. J. A. McCarthy, K.C. (instructed by 
the Chief State Solicitor), prosecuted. 

The accused man was not professionally 
represented, and at his request the case was 
conducted in Irish. 

Mr. McCarthy said that on October 2ist, 
1934, Fme Gael were having a flag day collec- 
tion. At Parnell square the collectors were 
gi W by a large crowd of people, who 
chased them until they ran íor safety into No. 
5 Parnell square. In the crowd following the 
collectors was the accused youth. The crowd 
numbered between four and five hun "red per- 
sons, some of whom attackéd the premises. 
and threw stones and bricks at the windows 


BRICK THROWN 


Anthony Monahan said that he was in 5 
Parnell square on the date in question. About 
noon a crowd of people came to the hall and 
attacked it. The crowd were making speeches 
about the Blue Shirts. There were then no 
collectors on the streets, as they had taken 
refuge in the building. Four of five young 
men in the crowd separated from the main 
body and approached the premises. They 
were armed with bricks and other missiles, 
which they proceeded to throw at the windows 
and door. A window was broken. He recog- 
ntsed the accused youth, Pierce, as one of the 
five men who attacked the premises. Pierce 
was demonstrating and shouting about Blue 
Shirts. Witness saw Pierce throw a brick 
which broke a window. He had no doubt 
about Pierce's identity, as he had known him 
for ten or twelve years. 

After the brick was thown at the window 
a girl rushed on to the steps of the buriding 
and set fire to an emblem representing a Blue 
Shirt. A force of Civic Guards then came on 
the scene and cleared the crowd from the front 
of the building. 

There was no further flag day collection 
made that day. 


A SWORD 


Cross-examined in Trish by the accused, 
witness said that on the Sunday morning 
— to the Dublin Corporation elections 
le was one of a party putting up posters for 
Fine Gael about 4 o’clock in the morning, 
when a party of men came along in a motor 
lorry and began to tear down the Fine Gael 
posters. One of them attacked witness, anc 
the two of them had a free fight. On :he 
Saturday before the general election wit 
ness’s home was pasted up with Fianna Fail 
posters. Witness admitted, in further cross- 
examination, that he had been twice charged 
before the District Justice—once for having 
a dangerous weapon, viz., a sword, when the 
case was dismissed. The second charge was 
— of a baton and assault, for which 

e was fined five shillings 

Sergeant H. F. Tapley said that, when 
charged, Pierce replied in English—''1 have 
no statement to make. I did not do any of 
them. I was outside the place all right.” 

Guard J. Hickey (51C) said that he saw 
a crowd following a .nan wearing a bine 
shirt and trying to get the blue shirt from 
him. The man took off his shirt. gave it 
to the crowd and went into 5 Parnell square. 
Iie saw the accused youth in the middle of 
the crowd, but did not see him do anything. 

Giving evidence for th® defence, Pierce said 
that he saw a crowd running along the street, 
and followed them to see what was happen- 
ing. He saw a lot of stones being ti:rown, 
We he denied having thrown any stones him- 
self. 

Cross-examined by Mr. McCarthy, witness 
said that he saw no fight at Parnell square. 
He only saw people running around and into 
shops and out again. There was a crowd 
hostile to somebody. He saw no friend of his 
in the crowd. He did not know what was 
happening, and did not know it was a 
Blue Shirt flag day. 


COLLECTION NOT 
APPROVED 


In further cross-examination, Pierce said 
that the man the crowd were following 
might have had a collection box, a bine 
shirt or a knife, because a few months 
before that a man was charged with having 
a knife. He was not out to take the Biue 
Shirt because the wearing of blue shirte 
was unlawful. He did not approve of 500 
persons following one man. The reason 
he stood in front of 5 Parnell square, he 
suid. was because he wanted to see what 
was happening. 

He saw one or two stones strike a window 
in the house, but a window there had 
already been broken. He did no; approve 
of such stone-throwing, because the rate- 
payers had to pay for the damage, and 
window-breaking would’ do no good. He 
did not appréve of a collection for an anti- 
national purpose. | 

Joseph Colbert, called for the defence, said 
that he saw the accused young man in the 
crowd outside 5 Parnell square. About six 
months before. that the accused man was 
pointed out to him by some of the people in 
5 Parnell square. Monahan (a previous wit- 
ness) was not one of those who pointed out 
Pierce. 

Pierce was found not guilty on the first 
charge of riotous assembly and damaging the 
remises, 5 Parnell square, but guilty of un- 
lawful assembly. He was allowed out on his 
bail on giving an undertaking to keep the 
peace for twelve months,

MANSLAUGHTER CHARGE

Thomas Doolan, a gravel contractor, uí 8 
Seapark road, Dollymount, was charged with 
the manslaughter of James Breslin, 6 Christ- 
church place, an employé of the G.5. Rail- 
ways Company, through the negligent driving 
of a motor car, on May 26th last, on the 
road between Clontarf and Dollymount. 

Mr. J. A. McCarthy, K.C. (instructed by 
the Chief State Solicitor), whe Haga oma: 
said that Breslin, accompanied James 
Kelly, was cycling on the Clontarf road on 
the correct side, and in front of them was 
another cyclist. Upposite No. 142 Clontarf 
road a motor car, which was bein driven 
by Mr. Doolan on its correct side, for some 
reason or “other, struck Breslin’s bicycle 
so violently that Breslin’s shoe was torn off 
and thrown into the garden of 142, whilst 
Breslin was killed there and then.

A DRAMATIC story of a hold-up and 

chase by a motor car was told at 
the Belfast Police Court yesterday, when 
two young men—Thomas J. Stitt and 
W. J. Rea, both of Penrith street, 
Belfast—were returned for trial, charged 
with -robbing George Herbert Henry 
Newman, cashier to the Ulidia Clothing 
Company, of £198, with violence. 


ALLEGED STATEMENT 


Constable Hamilton said that Stitt had 
made a statement in which he said that 
Rea told him it would be easy to knock 
Newman down and take the money from 
him when he returned from the bank. 
Rea suggested that Stitt should join him 
in getting the money, and he agreed. 

At 8.30 a.m. on March 14th he and Rea 
went to the vicinity of the Ulidia Clothing 
Company's premises in Dublin road, and 
there Rea pointed out Newman to him. 
Newman was then apparently going to 
the bank. 

When Newman returned Rea went into 
the entrance to the left of the premises. 
and’ he followed. Rea rushed up to 
Newman and struck him with a piece of 
rubber tubing. Rea took the bag, and 
after running a while he gave it to him. 
He Jater threw it on the parcels on a 
messenger boy’s bicycle, but the boy would 
not take it, so Rea took it. A constable 
followed them and fired. He (Stitt) 
stopped and Rea ran on. 


CHASE THROUGH THE CITY 


Hector McDonald Porter said that he 
was motoring into the city when he noticed 
a man lying on the road and two men 
running away. He picked up Constable 
Hamilton, and they overtook the two men. 
one of whom was wearing a black 
moustache. | 

Stitt was called upon by the constable 
to halt. The constable fired one shot as 
Stitt moved off. Stitt eventually halted, 
and the constable took him into custody 
The witness conveyed the prisoner to the 
police barrack. He identified Rea as the 
man he saw with Stitt. 


CASHIER’S EVIDENCE 
Newman, in evidence, described the 
robbery. He said he was knocked down 
and kicked, and when he tried to defend 
himself more blows were showered on him. 
He had to go to hospital, where he was 
detained. Rea had been employed by the 

firm, and left in 1934.

SPIRITUAL RENEWAL 
IN LITERATURE 
Peres vi 
LECTURE BY MISS EILEEN 
O’BRIEN 


“The Spiritual Renev’al of Modern European 
Literature,” was the subject of a lecture de- 
livered by Miss Eileen 0 Brien, of the Pro 
Deo Society of Geneva, at Jurys Hotel, 
Dublin, last night, under the auspices of the 
Cliver Plunket Literary Society. 

The lecturer said that although that renewal 
was to be found in all countnmes it was 
especially noticeable in Florence. It was 
rather appropriate justice that Florence, the 
headquarters of the anti-clerical crowd, should 
now be in the hands of creat Catholic writers. 
She did not deal with the subject as one who 
had studied it. but as one who had seen and 
been influenced by it. 

Miss O'Brien took Mauriac, the French 
novelist, as an example of this revival, and 
went on to show how, in 'a Catholic manner, 
he portrayed man as he actually was, and not 
the idealised man with no vices, found in 
the modern cinema, drama and novel. 
Mauriac, she said, had realised the duty of 
the Catholic intellectval to 
into modern use.

He had influenced thousands 
of young people who now had reahsed that 
the great adventure was to be found in the 
active life as a Christian. Mauriac, as well 
as other suprorters of his school, took as a 
principle that “we must first purify thoughts” 
and that then right action will come of itself. 

Although not as mghbrow as some of the 
others, Mauriac had iar greater influence for 
the simple reason that the ordinary man read 
novels and not text books. He had shown 
how genius could be made infinitely greater 
by putting it at the service of God, Th's 
implicity and lack of human resect are the 
great characteristics of those creat 
philosophers, novelists, or workmen who were 
to-day sounding the call to action throughout 
Europe.

Referring to the distribution of the city’s 
population, Canon Young said that in the 
eighteenth. century it was accumulated mainly 
to the North side. In 1718 there were 5,214 
houses in the parish out of a city total of 


At that time the church-wardens of the 
parish were in charge of the local fire engines 
and of the collection of certain taxes for the 
Lord Mayor and Corporation. They were 
also in charge of certain sewers, and of the 
“watch,” for which they maintainéd a watch- 
house at one end of Ormond Bridge. After 
riots in the city in 1784, when serious damage 
was done, a regular police force was in- 
stituted. Lanterns were maintained by the 
parish in certain streets, and certain beggars 
ar given badges, by which they were identi- 

ed. 

There were many complaints about the 
number of foundling children in the city at 
the time, and in 1730 in the parish 58 young 
children were sent to the workhouse, an 
the great majority of these did not live. 
Women were paid for children they brought 
to the workhouse, where, in 1730, of a total 
of 349 inmates 189 were children. This, said 
Canon Young, indicated the great povert 
and crime in the city at the time. Sir Patric 
Dun had been a church-warden in the parish 
in 1697, and in 1790 Samuel Rossborough, 
one of the founders of the Sick and Indigent 
Roomkeepers’ Society, was buried there,

The Corporate State 


Yesterday, on the seventeenth anniver- 
sary of the nominal] foundation of Fascism, 
Signor Mussolini announced its forthcom- 
ing establishment in fact. Hitherto the 
Corporate State has had no real existence: 
the economic structure of modern Italy 
has been reared on a compromise, rather 
than on the new doctrine in its complete- 
ness. For many years past the govern. 
ment of Italy, for economic purposes, by a 
Chamber of Corporations has been an 
article of Fascist faith, but the Chamber 
itself has not yet come into being Soon— 
if we are not reading too much into the words 
of Signor Mussolini’s speech, when, as he 
hopes, Italy will have attained her object 
in Abyssinia—it will be constituted, and 
Italy will have taken her place, with Soviet 
Russia and Hitlerite Germany, among the 
chief rebels against the old order of things. 
The pyramid will be complete. All the 
Italian industries, grouped into corpora- 
tions, will be represented in this new 
chamber, which will have full control, for 


nearly all nation’s 


purposes, over the 
economic affairs. It is needless to say 
that the contro! wil] not be absolute. The 
new chamber will be a body of Fascists, 
subject ultimately to the authority of the 
party as a whole—in other words, of the 
Duce. Its function will be the planning 
of industry, and all legislation pertaining 
to industry, with an eye not only upon the 
welfare of Italy, but upon ‘the glory and 
perpetuation of the Fascist doctrine of the 
State. Much can be said in favour of a 
separate House of Parliament for the 
administration of industrial affairs. In 
Ireland, as in England, the functions of 
the Lower House are manifestly far too 
diverse, with the result that during recent 
years there has been an increasing tend. 
ency to leave the management of economic 
affairs in detail to the Government. Signor 
Mussolini has preferred to divide the 
State’s industrial being from its political 
being by the creation of a separate House 
of the Legislature. 

Why has Signor Mussolini chosen this 
i moment to announce the final stage in 
his country’s economic evolution? One 
would think that he would defer so far- 
reaching a change in the social fabric 
until Italy should be out of the Ethiopian 
wood. 


ing that his motive. is necessity ? 


Are we over-imaginative in assum. 
Simul. 
taneously with the announcement of the 
Chamber of Corporations, the Duce reveals 
that in the very near future the heavy 
industries of Italy must submit to a high 
degree of socialisation. During the Great 
War Mr. Lloyd George realised that the 
British munitions industry could not 
supply the needs of the fighting services, 
and immediately brought them under the 
control of the State. Signor Mussolin' 
today is confronted with the same 
The war in Abyssinia has been 
an inordinate drain upon the resources of 
Italy, who never has been particularly 
rich since the War. There is a daily 
clamour from the forces in Africa for 
munitions and vehicles, and it looks as 
if the sorely burdened manufactories are 
no longer able to supply them with the 
necessary speed and in the necessary 
abundance. Accepting Mr. Lloyd George’s 
example, Signor Mussolini now proposes 
to take over the heavy industries, and to 
concentrate all their resources on the pro- 
duction of engines of war. To admit this 
need openly would be to admit a state of 
national emergency, which is the very last 
thing that Signor Mussolini, whose power 
largely depends on the ignorance of his 
people, is willing to admit. Accordingly, 
he has synchronised his taking-over of the 
heavy industries with the news of the new 
Chamber of Corporations, and, presumably, 
is trying to represent it as a natural 
element in the development of Fascism. 
If it had not been fpr the slow progress 
of the African war, the establishment of 
the new Chamber might have been post- 
poned indefinitely. 

The way of a dictator calls for the 
utmost subtlety. Signor Mussolini in- 
vaded Abyssinia in order to bolster up his 
prestige at home—in order to divert the 
Italian people’s attention from the short- 
comings of the Fascist régime. If the 
campaign is a failure, or if he is com- 
pelled by the pressure of the Powers to 
conclude a dishonourable peace, his reign 
almost certainly will be at an end. On the 
other hand, even’ if he succeeds, the result 
must be calamitous to Italy. The war 
already has cost her millions upon millions 
of pounds, and it is very questionable 
whether the development of Abyssinia will 
recoup her for this expenditure for many 
years to come. Whatever may happen, 
Italy must prepare herself for a long 
period of comparative poverty, for a steady 
decrease in the standard of living, and for 
harder work than that to which she has 
been accustomed, even under th iron rule 
of recent years. If Signor Mussolini hopes 
to suppress the almost inevitable murmur- 
ings of his people he will require to husband 
the national resources to the last degree ; 
and therein his Chamber of Corporations, 
manned and directed by the Fascist 
Party, will prove itself invaluable. We 
cannot withhold admiration from the great

ments. Thanks to his discipline, Italy's 
sufferings during the gr-~* depression were 
notably less than might have been 
expected, and even to-day she is bearing 
the financial strains of the Abyssinian war 
remarkably well. Yet a day of reckoning 
must come, and Signor Mussolini must 
invoke all his qualities of leadership to 
meet and overcome it. Even Germany, 
with her colossal programmes of rearma- 
ment and public works, has avoided so 
terrible a drain upon her resources. By 
this one misguided step Signor Mussolini 
has converted his ccuntry’s excellent 
chance of continued prosperity into a 
certainty of financial disaster. Will his 
new organisation of economics be proof 
against that disaster, or will he discover 
that economic principles remain the same 
whatever new guise they may assume? 


Telephone Reforms 


During the last week many Dublin people 
must have noticed, with pleasure and a 
little surprise, that the number of public 
telephone call-boxes has suddenly grown. 
The Department of Posts and Telegraphs, 
however, makes a far greater concession 
to the public in the announcement which 
we publish to-day. From July 1st nearly 
all telephone charges in the Free State will 
be lowered. The rates for trunk calls, per- 
sonal calls and local calls made by sub- 
scribers will be reduced, as also will be 
the charges for rentals. Most welcome of 
ms perhaps, is the fact that the flat rate 
of a shilling for night calls, which has 
been in operation in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland for some time past, will 
be extended to this country. These reduc- 
tions were badly needed, though they are 
almost completely unexpected ; for in the 
Dáil last May Mr. Boland gave very little 
hope that the State would be able to 
afford them. In fairness to the Depart- 
ment, indeed, it must be remembered how 
hard it is to reduce the charges for public 
services to the level of those which operate 
in Great Britain—merely because the cost 
of administration in a small country must 
always be greater, in proportion, than the 
cost in a large country. The discrepancy, 


however, was altogether too large, 
especially in the matter of the telephone 
service. We are very glad to see that the 
Government is making a real effort to 
| remove the difference, and the example of 
Great Britain ought to reassure it that a 
reduction in charges does not necessarily

The Queen Mary 


To-day, in the presence probably of more 
than a million people, the new Cunard- 
White Star liner, Queen Mary, will be 
taken from her fitting-out basin at Clyde- 
bank down the narrow winding river to the 
deep waters of the Firth of Clyde. During 
the last few weeks the Queen Mary’s dock 
at Clydebank has been a place of 
pilgrimage for hundreds of thousands of 
persons from all parts of the British Isles. 
On last Sunday it was estimated that at 
least a quarter of a million’ people con- 
gregated during the day to catch a glimpse 
of the great vessel, and interested visitors 
have come from all parts of the world to 
see the “ wonder” ship. The Queen 
Mary is something more than the greatest 
ocean liner in the world. There have been 
other vessels which, in their time, were 
just as remarkable as she is, and the 
general public took little or no interest in 
them; but the Queen Mary is different. 
She is a symbol of Britain’s returning sea- 
power, and the impulse that will turn 
millions of minds to think of her to-day 
will be an impulse of deep patriotism. For 
nearly two years the Queen Mary lay on 
the stocks at Clydebank a mere shell. The 
necessary money was not available to 
finish her, and for a time it seemed as if 
she would remain there indefinitely, a 
sorry monument to British folly. When 
the British Government decided that she 
must be completed, the great ship became 
an object of national concern. Every 
citizen felt that he, or she, had a personal 
interest in the Queen Mary, and every 
detail of her construction was followed by 
the general public. She will leave her 
birthplace to-day, bearing with her the 
good wishes of all those who have beer 
connected in however humble a manner 
with her building. She will be missed on 
the Clyde, where her presence for the last 
few years has meant a fuli pay envelope 
every week for thousands of work-people 
who now will be idle again. It is hoped 
generally that the Cunard-White Star Line 
will be enabled to build a sister ship to the 
Queen Mary, and that no time will be lost 
in the placing of another order. It is not | 
likely that ships of the Queen Mary type 
will be able to pay their way on the North 
Atlantic service; but British prestige at 
sea demands that the Red Ensign shal) 
recover its former place on the ocean, and 
that British ships shall offer Transatlantic 


passengers a service that is second to none | 
in the world. 


Easy Money? 
The New York Correspondent of the 


Daily Telegraph supplies some interesting 
examples of the high salaries which, in 


spite of recent efforts to reduce the level, 
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still are being paid to many of the

When 
one considers that a man with all the 
responsibilities of the British Prime 
Minister obtains a mere £5,000 a year, 
and that acceptance of the office tradition. 
ally precludes. him not .only from tbe 
enjoyment of “'side-lines,” but from any 
subsequent source of money-making, the 
salaries paid to mummers of the screen 
seem lamentably excessive. The rewards 
of this earth, however, are not measured 
by standards of utility. .The average 
public demands little or nothing of its 
governors: the intelligent observer who 
should venture to point out that quite a 
lot depends on the Prime Minister’s 
capacity for his job would be reminded, 
in all probability, that the Prime Minister 
was little more than a figurehead, and 
that dozens of equally good Prime 
Ministers could be obtained with the 
least possible trouble, whereas, as al] the 
world knows, film “stars” loom more 
than life-size in the public view, and must 
possess qualities and capacities which are 
denied to every Tom, Dick and Harry. 
In a word, the public places on the film 
actor a “ scarcity value ” which it denies 


to the politician. Perhaps the public is 
right.

LONDON LETTER. 


THE ABYSSINIAN

Sefior Madariaga will 
call the Committee together again when 
he has something useful to report, and 
when he considers that the Committee s 
mediation would be useful. A meeting ol 
the League Council was to have been held 
this afternoon, but it was postponed until 
to-morrow. 


Germany's Attitude 


” 

Sir Eric Phipps, the British Ambas- 
sador in Berlin, received instructions yes- 
terday from London to make a final 
appeal to Herr Hitler to agree to the 
Locarno Powers’ proposals for settling the 
Rhineland crisis. Possibly as a result of 
this appeal it became known here during 
the afternoon that Germany’s answer will 
not be an unqualified rejection of the pro- 
posals, but will leave the door open for 
further negotiations. It is thought that 
the reply will reach London within the 
next twenty-four hours. That Germany 
will agree to the placing of an inter- 
national police force in the Rhineland is 
regarded as most improbable, and in many 
quarters regret is expressed that such a 
proposal was ever put forward. The 
Cabinet is well aware of the difficulties 
attendant on the situation, but, as it has 
done its utmost to bring about a good 
understanding between France and Ger- 
many, it 1s indifferent to public criticism. 
It is still the hope that Germany will 
agree to the concessions required by 
France. These, in the circumstances, are 
thought reasonable and moderate, quite 
apart from the international policing of a 
Rhineland zone. 


Questions in Parliament 


During the question hour in the House 
of Commons to-day Mr. Anthony Eden was 
asked by several members for information 
on the European situation. He said that 
in the course of conversations with Herr 
von Ribbentrop he had emphasised that 
the White Paper and the terms in it were 
in the nature of proposals. He had made 
it clear that the British Government hoped 
that the German Government would be in 
a position tp accept them, but that in any 
event the Government felt that the 
German Government should assist it in its 
task by making some cbnstructive con- 
tribtition to improve the situation, Mr. 
Eden was to have given a speech at 
Bristol this evening, but he decided to 
cancel the engagement and to remain in 
London. The Labour Opposition in the 
House of Commons is anxious that the 
debate on the Locarno Powers’ proposal, 
which was arranged for to-morrow, shall 
now take place on Thursday, and the suz- 
gestion is supported by quite a number of 
Conservatives, because they are, becoming 
uneasy’ about some of the proposals. 
Another incident in the House to-day was 
of interest. Mr. Tom Johnson handed in 
a question addressed to the Prime 
Minister demanding a plebiscite of the 
electors before the country is committed 
to that part of the Locarno Plan which 
provides for consultations between the 
General Staffs of Great Britain, France 
and Belgium. 


The Reichstag Elections 


The elections for the new Reichstag will 
take place on Sunday next, and it is in 
connection with these that the present in- 
ternational crisis has come about. It is 
suggested that General Goering and Dr. 
Goebbels, both fully “that the 
economic situation was becoming most 
serious, pushed on the Rhineland adven- 
ture of Herr Hitler, so that they might 
get a.new Reichstag elected on a foreign 
policy which would unite the -whole 
country. The decision to take this line 
was formulated in the inner councils of the 
Nazi Party, and it is expected that the 
election will be a sweeping success for 
Herr Hitler. Quite apart from -the pro- 
posals of the Locarno Powers, which have 
offended the national susceptibilities of 
all Germans, the circumstances reduce the 
chances of opposition to a minimum. An 
overwhelming majority, however. is 
deemed so essential that every Nazi district 
leader has been told that if the election 
figures in his district do not reach a total 


of ninety per cent.. he will be liable to 
dismissal. 


Dr. Schacht 


The economic situation in Germany is 
likely to become extremely serious before 
long, and will probably be heralded by the 
resignation of Dr. Schacht, who has been 
repeatedly insisting on the necessity of 
bringing about an understanding with the 
Western Powers in the interests of better 
trade. Dr. Schacht has been very dis- 
satisfied for a long time past, and this 
feeling was increased when a speech he 
made recently at Bremen was severely 
censored. He is very unpopular with the 
extreme section of the Nazi Party, which 
is definitely anti-capitalist and favours a 
huge deflation programme in order to deal 
with unemployment. His resignation will 
be welcomed by them, and will be re- 
garded as leaving the field clear for 
hnancial experiments,

HE final preparations for the depar- 
ture of the Queen Mary from Clyde- 
bank to Greenock to-day are complete. 
An army of men was engaged all day in 
giving her a final polish ; in removing all 
traces that had been left by the 
thousands of people who visited her dur- 
ing the week-end ; in scrubbing her white 
decks, cleaning her portholes, and wash- 
ing her great hull, which now shines 
resplendent in its colours of black and 
grey, with red funnels soaring high above 
her snow-white superstructure. 

There is no doubt about the enthusiastic 
send-off which Glasgow will give to the 
pride of her shipyards when the Queen 
Mary moves down the narrow waterway 
to make her débit to the open sea. 

The weather outlook is good. 

One of the last measures taken yester- 
day to prepare for the liner’s departure 
was the removal of H.M.S. Southampton, 
the cruiser which was recently launched, 
from the fitting out basin, which she has 
shared with the Queen Mary. Im order 
to give the liner a clear passage the 
Southampton is accommodated in Rothe- 
say Dock adjoining, where she lies sin- 
gularly inconspicuous in comparison with 
the huge vessel soaring cliff-high a little 
way off. 


SUPREME MOMENT 

It will be a supreme moment in the his- 
tory of shipbuilding at Clydeside when at 
about eleven o’clock to-day powerful tugs 
will take charge of her. 

The tugs will stand by awaiting the 
signal to prepare almost inch by inch to 
move the Queen Mary from the fitting out 
basin to the fairway. The great hawsers 
will be tightened, and very slowly the 
stern of the great ship will be turned 
to point upstream. As the stern moves 
round, her bows will gradually be canted 
tantil they are pointing downstream. 

Then for the first.time the public, who 
will be gathered in thousands on the open 
spaces of the Renfrew shore opposite, will 
be able to appreciate with some reality 
the enormous dimensions of the liner. 


UNDER OWN STEAM 


From this moment the Queen Mary will 
proceed under her own steam. Two tugs 
will be ahead of her and two more behin« 
her with hawsers secured to ring-bolts in 
her side. The purpose of the accompany 
ing tugs will not be so much to tow her 
as to check her progress down the narrow 
stream and assist in steering her round the 
awkward bends which will have to be 
negotiated until she meets the open water 
off Greenock. Never before in the whole 
of their experiences have the Clyde pilots 
undertaken such a task as that which will 
face them to-day. 

The show-ship of the British Navy, 
H.M.S. Hood, which was built at John 
Brown’s shipyard with a tonnage of 42,100, 
is, perhaps, the nearest parallel. 

The Queen Mary, the show-ship of the 
mercantile marine, is twice her size, with 
a gross tonnage officially announced yes- 
terday of 80,773. But the pilots in charge 
of her (Captain Duncan Cameron and 
Captain John Murchie) have no apprehen- 
sion about their job. 

There are actually three bad bends 
which will have to be negotiated The 
first is at Dalmuir, which is below Clyde- 
bank ; the second—and the worst of all— 
at Bowling, and the third at Garvel.

Mr. Lemass, who responded to the toast,

express an opinion on such matters were 
unanimous on the point that such a service 
was feasible now, and the air authorities 
in France, Germany, Britain and other 
countries were considering ways and means 
of conquering the new method of transpor- 
tation. 

In relation to the Atlantic, the geo- 
graphical position of Ireland made it a 
most suitable terminus for a trans-Atlantic 
service.

Ireland and Newfoundland. From every 
point of view the direct route offered con- 
siderable advantages over the others, 
having regard to the shorter sea distance 
and the possibilities for refuelling. If this 
country was to get the fullest possible 
advantages from its geographical position, 
they must not lose sight of the fact that 
there were alternative routes, and, conse- 
quently, recognise that the utilisation of 
the Free State would depend upon the 
excellence of the facilities made available 
for such a service, 


GOVERNMENT ALERT 


“We must have,” said Mr. Lemass, 
‘regard to one consideration only, and 
that is the suitability of the area chosen, 
and the purpose of the service which it is 
intended to operate in that connection. 
The Government has been taking expert 
advice, and there is no question that we 
have available areas quite capable of being 
developed into airports—whether for land 
‘planes or for seaplanes—as good as any 
that exist elsewhere.’’ 

The extent to which it would be neces- 
sary for them to avail themselves of those 
areas and the immediate development of 
the trans-Atlantic service were matters 
concerning which it was not possible now 
to say anything definite. It was, however, 
probable that experimental flights would 
be made during the course of the present 
year ; but these flights would be made not 
merely for this country, because other 
Governments were also arranging similar 
flights.

DEVELOPMENT OF 
INDUSTRY 


The development of industry was a 
matter with which the Department of 
Industry was concerned particularly. It 
was not the function of the Government 
to establish industry, however, but rather 
to create conditions in which the business 
man could establish it successfully. It 
was the aim of the Government to secure 
that industry would be decentralised. 
Therefore, any proposal to allocate in a 
part of the country like Foynes an industry 
of a kind for which there was room in 
their economic organisation would be 
welcome and would be encouraged by the 
Department.

On his arrival at Foynes the Minister, 
who was accompanied by Mr. L. O’Brien, 
his secretary, was received by the Chair- 
man and Trustees of the Harbour.

Mr. H. M. V. O’Brien, Chairman of the 
Foynes Harbour Trustees, in introducing 
the Minister, referred to the close con- 
nection between the harbour and the 
Monteagle family. In 1846, he said, the 
first Lord Monteagle was responsible in 
Parliament for the inception of the har- 
bour, and contributed £4,000 to the cost.

CREDIT TO REICH 
BANK

In the House of Commons yesterday, Mr. 
Ellis Smith (Labour, Stoke) asked the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer what credits or 
loans had been given or made to the German 
Governmert or to German banks by His 
Majesty’ Government, the Bank of England 
or other English banks or banking houses in 
the last three years, and whether any sucn 
further credits were in negotiation or con- 
templation. 

Mr. Morrison (Financial Secretary to the 
Treasury) replied that in December, 1954, 
the Bank of England granted a.credit of 
£750 000 to the Reich Bank in order to 
expedite the liquidation of outstanding trade 
debts to United- Kingdom creditors. 

“As the Chanoellor of the Exchequer 
informed the House at the time in reply to a 
question, this credit was given with his full 
approval,” he added. “It has since been 
repaid. No other credit or loan has been 
given or made to the German Government 
or to the German banks by His Majesty's 


i Government or the bank in the last three 


years, and no such credit or loan is in 
negotiation or contemplation.” (Cheers. ) 
“ He is not aware that other British banks 
or banking houses have in the last three 
years given or made or have in contempls- 
tion any such credit or loan, apart from 
short-term credits for commercial  transac- 
tions.”’

BODY ENTRAINED FOR 
BRINDISI

PARIS, Monday. 


Paris to-day bade farewell to M. 
Venizelos in the great hall of the Gare de 
Lyon. The station was draped in silver 
and black. The body of the veteran 
Greek statesman, who died here in exile 
last Wednesday, is being taken by train 
to Brindisi. Thence it will be carried to 
Athens in a Greek warship. Later it will 
be buried in Crete, M. Venizelos’s native 
island. 

Among those present at the ceremony 
were members of the dead  statesman's 
family, Marshal Franchet Desperey, Com- 
mander of the Allied Forces at Salonika 
during the War; General Gouraud, Mili- 
tary Governor of Paris; M. Politis, the 
Greek Minister; M. Nicolle, the French 
Minister for Public Health (representing 
the Government) ; General Georges (re- 
presenting the General Staff) ; the Greek 
Archimandrite, and many other nota-

As the coffin, covered with the blue and 
white flag of Greece and surmounted with 
a cross of white roses and parma violets, 
was placed on its catafalque, General 
Lassere, commanding the troops, gave the 
order for the present arms.

Mr: Oscar Asche, the famous actor, who 
made a fortune of £200,000 out of “Chu 
Chin Chow,” and lost it, died suddenly yes- 
terday at Marlow, Bucks, aged 65. His 
wife, Miss Lily Brayton, the actress, arrived 
home just after he died. He had been ill 
since Christmas when he contracted bronchial 
pneumonia, which left heart weakness.

Stewart Johnston, 31 Cicero Gardens, Bel- 
fast, was charged before Judge Comyn at the 
Drogheda Circuit Court with the man- 
slaughter of Patrick Byrne (24), of 96 Chord 
road, Drogheda, by knocking him down with 
a motor car at Killineer, about two miles out- 
side Drogheda, on January 28. 

Mr. McGivern, B.L. (instructed by M- 
J. B. Hamill, State Solicitor), prosecuted. 

Johnston said he had nobody representing 
him. He explained that his insurance com 
pany had instructed him to pay £25 for his 
counsel by 10 a.m. on Friday. hen he went 
after 10 o'clock they told him it was off.

Miss Sheila Flanagan swore she was walk 
ing with the deceased man along the Killi- 
neer road. She heard the engine of a motor 
car coming behind. No horn was sounded. 
She knew the car was going to pass, but she 
knew nothing more until she saw Byrne fall- 
ing some yards in front. The lights of the 
car did not light up the road as well as the 
lights of other cars did. 

Gu da J. Grieve said he was walking about 
600 yards from the scene of the accident 
when he noticed a car passing him with very 
dim lights. He endeavoured to get the 
number of the cdr, but failed by reason of 
the bad lights, 

The accused man, who pleaded not guilty, 
said when he left Belfast ‘the car, including 
the light, was in perfect working order. 
Coming near Dundalk the lights failed. He 
put out the spot light and the other lights 

ot bright again. remained so until 
just before the accident, when they began to 
dim again. His greatest speed was between 
15 and 20 m.p.h,

BIG “PUSH” COMING 


It is belived that the increased aerial 
activity shown recently by the Italians on 
the Southern Front presages a determined 
push by General Graziani as soon as the 
southern rains end in May: The objective of 
such an offensive is expected to be Jijiga and 
Harar, with the Berbera-Harar road. 

The Italians are now at Gorahai, about 200 
miles southward, » that their mechanised 
columns could reach Jijiga in two or three 
days, provided the grourd was hard and the 
Abyssinians were to put up no stouter resist 
ance than did the motley army of Ras Desta 
before Dolo three months ago. 

The Abyssinian Government has protested 
formally to the Foreign Legations in. Addis 
Abba ‘against the alleged use by the Italians 
of asphyxiating gases; contrary to’ interna 
tional agreements. 

‘No further news has been received oí the 
flank attack which the Abyssinians are 
reported to be making upon the Italian front 
in the north.

VIEWS AT P.E.N. CLUB

“I think it is absurd to protect boots, 
which people wear on their feet, and not to 
protect the producers of literature: we do 
nothing to protect the ‘head,’ but take great 
pains to protect the ‘feet’ of the nation,” 
said Mr. Aodh de Blacam at Jury’s Hotel, 
Dublin, Jast night, when members of the 


Irish Centre of the P.E.N. Club discussed. 


‘‘ Literature in Small Nations.’’ Lord Long- 
ford presided over the large gathering, which 
included some distinguished visitors. Mr. 
Stein Bugge, of the National Theatre in Oslo, 
came specially from London for the meeting. 

Ireland, said Mr, de Blacam, should strive 
to create a public opinion, to see to it that 
their leaders and other persons would give 
literature recognition by means of opening 
various callings to writers. The two ques- 
tions facing writers in small nations was 
whether they could make a living, and pro- 
duce sincere or immortal literature, and, 
secondly, whether there was any inspiration 
for a writer in a small country. In his 
opinion it was the small, or ordinary, nation 
which produced great men, who were not 
found the great -mations 
industrialism. If: Ireland wished to attain 
a great’ intéllectnal future she should avoid 
cosmopolitanism: they had something unique 
in their own ancient heritage. 

Mr. Stein Bugge said that he had been 
immensely pleased to visit Ireland for the 
first time; for he had always felt that tiere 
was some strange connection between Nor- 
way and Silent. 

Referring to criticism generally, and written 
criticism in particular, h. said that there was 
a very bourgeois feeling 1 small countries. 
People at the street corners apparently knew 
everything about literature, and could tell 
everybody else about it. (Laughter and hear, 
hear.) Success depended upon how the writer 
was .received by the so-called critics, wha 
were, he said, “‘ queer people who never de- 
véloped.”, If anybody came out with a new 
venture it was as if they had committed 
murder. As a result the “ poor author ' was 
up against something which might be a 
dominating factor in his life—the lack of 
understanding on the part of his judges. The 
eriti¢ in a small countrv created a darkness 
and obscurity; a kind of wall of authority 
which was devoid of authority. It took an 
extremely long time for a critic to accept a 
new idea, and when he did so he never let it 


go. 

Major Paul Ruzicka, Consul-General for 
Czechoslovakia, spoke of modern Czech 
literature. and of the contribution which his 
small nation had made, and was making, to 
the literature of the world. 

Dr. Charles J. Benziger, 
General, spoke of the linguisti~ divisions of 
his country and effect on their literature. 

Mr. W. G. Lyon, of the Talbot Press, pre- 
sented the publishers’ point of view, and said 
that publishers in Ireland did not depend 
merely in literature. 

A general discussion followed.

Richard Sadies (25), was charged 

that, between 11 p.m. and mrdnight 

on Saturday last, he assaulted John Griffin, a 

youth, of 12 Linenhall street, by striking him 

with his fist in the face, kicking him while he 

was on the ground, and inflicting injuries, as a 

result of which he had to be treated in Jervis 

Street Hospital.

After 
the defendant had been taken into custody he 
made a statement saying that he was with a 
friend near the Richmond Hospital, when 
Griffin accosted him, and said that he had a 
week ago near the hospital called a woman 
friend of his (Griffin) a prostitute. The 
defendant added that he apologised, and said 
that he had not been within miles of the 
hospital a week ago. Griffin attempted to 
hold him, and when the defendant's friend 
told him to go away Griffin struck at the 
latter. The defendant then ran to his car. 
called a number of friends, and when he came 
back his friend was lying on the ground and 
was being beaten by three people. In the 
statement the defendant also denied that he 
had touched the complainant in any way. 

Griffin, in evidence, said that he was walk- 
ing home from the Mary Street Picture House 
with Reilly when the defendant called him 
over. One of the men asked the witness what 
he wanted, and witness was shoved, fell to the 
ground, and was, he said, struck in the eve 
and kicked by the defendant while he lav on 
the ground. About five persons altogether 
attacked the witness and Reilly, and both of 
them went to the Jervis Street Hospital for 
treatment. 

The District Justice asked why Reilly was 
not present, and was informed that he had 
gone to a pig fair. 

The defendant, in evidence, said. that he 
did not go near Griffin. 

The District Justice said that Griffin had 
made a very unconvincing statement. and 
Reilly, who had put his name to the charge 
sheet and got a man into the dock to ay swer 
a charge, had not thought it worth his while 


to attend at the court. He dismissed the 
charges.
